Proposal A is for calling a Consti- 


.tutional Convention, with any revision 


of the Constitution to be submitted to 
the voters for ratification. Although the 
complexity of this year’s ballot is the 
most convincing argument that some 
changes need to be made in Michigan's 
Constitution, I'm going to vote NO. 
We've had the present Constitution only 
16 years, and the referendum system, 
although cumbersome, works. 

Proposal B would prohibit granting 
parole until at least the minimum sen- 
tence has been served for certain crimes 
of violence or crimes resulting in injury 
to persons or damage to property. This 
is a law-and-order type of proposal, and 
personally | think it's time for more 
stringent controls in some of these 
areas, 50 I'm voting YES. 

Proposal C would permit the deposit 
of state funds in savings and loan 
associations and credit unions as well 
as banks. There hasn't been much 
exposure of this proposal. but I'm going 
to vote NO. The present system works 
all right. | might see extending deposits 
to savings and loan associations, but 
credit unions should be off limits for 
deposit of public funds, it seems to me. 
They're non-profit by design, they enjoy 
certain tax breaks as opposed to banks, 
and they'te more limited in scope by 
their nature. Credit unions are just 
different types of organizations than 
banks. Let's leave well enough alone. 

Proposal D is the drinking age 
amendment. I’m in favor of full citizen- 
ship for young folks, including the right 
to drink if they want to drink. It's only 
fair. Sure. some young adults can't 
handle alcoho! at age 19 or 20; but some 
older folks can't handle it at age 30 or 
40. either. Raising the drinking age to 
19 helps keep alcohol out of high 
schools, and that’s ali right. But beyond 
that. it simply isn't fair to youth to limit 
their adult rights in this solitary way. 
I'm voting NO. 

Proposal E is the Headlee Amend- 


ment. As explained last week, I'm

If you ask me, !'m opposed to it: this 
amendment asks me, so I’m voting NO. 

Proposal H is the so-called Voucher 
System, I’m voting YES. as indicated 
last week. 

Proposal J is the so-called Tisch 
Amendment. Again, as explained last 
week, my vote is YES. 

Proposal K would permit courts to 
deny bail for up to 90 days in certain 
violent crimes. This is another “get 
tough” proposal, and | think it might 
help, so I'm voting YES. 


Proposal M is part of the “Transpor- 


tation Package” recently approved by 
the Legislature. which is centered on a 
2-cent gas tax increase. Proposal M 
provides that at least 90 percent of gas 
and weight tax be used exclusively for 
“general road purposes”, and that the 
other 10 percent — plus up to 25% of 
sales taxes on cars and paris -- be used 
tor “other transportation purposes,” 
meaning mass transit and buses and 
rail and harbors and the like. In 
addition, the state highway commission 
would be changed somewhat in its 
composition. Altnough | was not in 
favor of the “Transportation Package” 
when if went through the Legislature, 
I'm going to vote YES on this proposal 
— although | reserve the right to change 
my mind on election day. 

Proposal R would create a Railroad 
Redevelopment Authority to make loans 
to Michigan railroads and pledge the 
full faith and credit of the state behind 
the loans, with 2 $175 million ceiling. 
The purpose, as | understand it, is to 
help save the railroads. Personally, | 
don't think $175 million will do the job, 
and if there should be survival problems 
even with the state-guaranteed loans. 
who'd end up holding ‘the bag? It seems 
to me there are too many holes in this 
idea, so I'm voting NO. 


So there you have il ... statements of 
11 intentions. Please make up your own 
mind, | don’t contend I'm right, or that 
my conclusions are justified or even the 
slightest bit smart.

HOME HEATING RELIEF ... 
Governor Milliken signed 
into law last week a bill that 
will give a break of some $51 
million in home heating 
relief to more than 500,000 
Michigan households. 

Under the new law, which 
will take immediate effect. 
claimants will file for home 
heating credit when they file 
their 1978 state income tax 
forms. 

An eligible claimant. whe- 
ther a renter or homeowner. 
will be able to file for a credit 
against any income tax lia- 
bilily he or she may owe. The 
credits range from $200 for a 
claimant with one exemption 
on ite staie income iax or 
property tax credit forms to 
$370 for a family with six or 
more exemptions. In each 
case, 3.5 percent of the 
household income is sub- 
tracted from the allowable 
credit. 

If no income tax is owed, 
or if the credit exceeds the 
income tax owed, the claim- 
ant will receive money from 
the state. 

The program applies only 
to the 1978 tax year, but the 
Governor said he is hopeful 
the legislature will also 
approve his five-year energy 
assistance program.

The efficiency of a fireplace 
can be raised to as high as 25 
percent if a heat exchanger 
system is built into the unit and 
tight fitting glass doors are 
attached to the front. “Tube 
grates” also improve efficiency 
a bit, but tend to burn out in a 
short time. Still, no matier what 
you do to a fireplace, it will still 
burn up about four times more 
wood than an efficient and less 
expensive woodstove. and will 
deliver much less heat into the 
home. 

About Woodstoves 

Now this is important stuff: A 
good stove can provide, for use 
in your home. 50 to 75 percent 
of the heat energy contained in 
the wood you buy. The other 25 
to 50 percent goes up the flue 
and is lost. So you want to work 
toward that 75 percent figure. 
and that's done by choosing the 
right stove to fit your cond: 
tions. 

There are two basic types of 
woodstoves — airtignt ana 
open. Open stoves took pretty. 
but they are generally less effi- 
cient. somewhat I:ke fireplaces. 

Airtight stoves have doors 
that close and small vents that 
open just a bit to allow enough 
air to enter so the wood burns 
Some stoves have two vents. 
one at the bottom and another 
someplace eise. this second 
designed to create “secondary 
combustion’. ¥’hat happens 1s 
this’ As the wood burns. 
volatile gases are given off. 
These gases require four times 
as much air as it takes to burn 
your wood down to the charcoal 
stage That means air entering 
at the bottom of a stove is used 
up before it can reach those 
upper gases - some of which 
you see burning as yellow 
flames. So the task is tu get 
more air to those upper gases 
And to do that some stoves 
have direct air inlets in the 
upper part of the stove. while 
others have a “secondary com- 
bustion chamber” on top or at 
the back or side of a stove. and 
these may or may not help you 

Hf you want to fill your stove 
with big logs and have it burn 
long and slow. then you pro- 
bably need a secondary com- 
bustion chamber. or some 
means of getting secondary air 
to the hot gases. Bui these 
qases may coo! too much af the 
secondary chamber is too far 
away from the gaseous ‘upper 
part of the fire. As a rough rule. 
secondary air ts usually helpful 
only when introduced where 
flames already exist 

Secondary combustion cham- 
bers should be baffled. or 
somehow: designed to make the 
qases and flames switl and mix 
all of which improves combus 
tion If a secondary chamber 
works well. it can mean a difter- 
ence of 10 percent greater elfi- 
ciency over other closed stoves. 
4iso the longer flame path of 
such stoves means more heat 
can be transferred to the larger 
surface of the stove and then in 
turn be transferred to the room 
itself 

Heat Exchangers? 

Another efficiency - gaining 

devi de is a heat exchanger. 


fof metal bor 


bulh connected to the stove- 
pipe between the stove and the 
wall outlet’ These add more 
baffling and metal surface area 
to capture more heat before the 
hot gases go out the chininey 
But they arent very attractive. 
they gum up with dangerous 
creosote quickly. and cleaning 
them is messy

Remember too. that wood 
fires drain oxygen from the air 
inside a building. which can 
gradually make you drowsy 
Open a basement window part 
way or it in some fresh atr 
occasionally to offset this joss.
